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WAGES AND PRODUCTION 


T comes as no surprise that the Industrial Court should have decided that 
the Operatives’ claim for an addition of a further 4d. per hour to the basic 
rates of pay for building workers (which now stand at 4s. 9d. for craftsmen 
and 4s. 24d. for labourers) has not been established. The claim was, in effect, 
no more than an amended re-submission of that for 8d. per hour and a 40-hour 
week considered by the Industrial Disputes Tribunal last June, when an 
increase of Id. was granted which, with the Id. granted earlier under the 
sliding scale agreement, made 2d. increase in 1958. There was, of course, 
a further Id. an hour granted in February this year under the same agreement. 
It is not difficult to have sympathy with the Operatives’ Federation’s wish 
to upgrade the building worker’s status in the industrial order, a process 
which Sir Richard Coppock has consistently forwarded during his 37 years 
as general secretary. The Industrial Court’s decision must, however, be taken 
as a warning that if the process of advancement is to continue, it must be 
along the road of greater production by the operatives, aided by the architects 
and builders. The first firm step along this road has already been taken in the 
form of the recent Operatives’ Conference on the impact of new techniques, 
and we hope that the Federation, in its own interests, will push forward 
boldly. It would be easy to say that it is not possible to go farther without 
support from other members of the industry, but it would not be realistic; 
there is much that the operatives’ leaders can do here and now to step up pro- 
duction. They will be wise to take this course; they would then have something 
better to sell than a second-hand argument.

‘Better Towns for Better Living’ 


HIS is the title of the exhibition which 

has been prepared by SPUR (Society 
for the Promotion of Urban Renewal) 
and is on view at the RIBA, 66 Port- 
land-place, until Saturday, June 6. The 
opening of the exhibition was timed to 
coincide with the symposium * The Liv- 
ing Town, and the Civic Trust is hop- 
ing that other centres will be sufficiently 
interested to have the exhibition. 

The organisation was by a group of 
architects, planners and sociologists and 
Mr. Christof Bon, of Messrs. Chamber- 
lin, Powell and Bon, was the designer. 
Photographs and drawings are mounted 
on standard-type flush doors which are 
suspended from a framework of scaffold- 
ing, making the whole thing compara- 
tively easily demountable and able to be 
transported in a lorry. Co-operation of 
a number of building contractors was 
readily given and, besides the RIBA and 
the Civic Trust, help was given by the 
Town Planning Institute and the actual 
sponsors were the Housing Centre. 

The message which SPUR wishes to 
pass on is that town life can be life at its 
best; our industrial towns are a disgrace 
to us and the time has come to renew 
them. Membership of SPUR is composed 
of active enthusiastic technicians; they 
have to be both active and enthusiastic 
to tackle this problem in a country where, 
when planning does exist, it is on a small 
scale, haphazard and distorted by com- 
petitive interests. 

The actual exhibition has some note- 
worthy photographs, many already 
familiar, and some effective contrasts are 
made but fine blown-up photographs are 
not the complete answer to such an 
exhibition. The introductory exhibits 
show the people we are concerned with; 
the middle section is of the virtues and 
defects of city life; whilst the last section 
is concerned with what is being done and 
what could be done. Unfortunately, a 
number of photographs taken abroad are 


included, but with some more ume and 
thought it should have been possible to 
find suitable examples in Great Britain 


Before the exhibition is allowed to go 
on tour, as it could do with advantage to 
many, the final section must be 
strengthened very considerably tor the 
conclusions are inadequately presented 
and the models, drawings and photo- 
graphs must be properly documented. 


‘Further Along the Road’ 


THIS IS THE TITLE of a report of a visit 
to America last autumn—sponsored by a 
number of British companies—-during 
which Mr. H. A. C. Tracey, General 
Secretary of the Institute of Industrial 
Supervisors, was able to make some study 
of American supervision. As Mr. David 
Bramley, of Birmingham College of 
Technology, says in a foreword, the time 
and money spent on this visit are repaid 
several times by the impressive and useful 
report which the document contains. 

In his conclusions, Mr. Tracey says 
that the features which impressed him 
most were not the differences but the 
similarities in the problems involved and 
in the activities undertaken to help the 
supervisor to resolve these problems. 
Certainly the American foreman has more 
encouragement to join a management 
club, but the practice of the best British 
companies does not lag behind the best 
American practice in this respect. More 
is being done in America by more people. 
The idea that foremen and supervisors 
need training and should play an active 
part in an organisation of their own has 
had more years in which to become 
accepted and practised 


This does not mean that the American 
foreman is better than the British fore- 
man—both are products of their indus- 
trial and national environments. It does 
mean that British industry should examine 
closely its plans for developing super- 
visors and should reconsider any help 
which it gives to local foremen’s associa- 
tions. Last. and by no means least, it 
means that British industry should con-

income groups, the residential neighbourhood should be 
for such income groups. 


The Barbican Area consists of 35 acres of land extending 
from Aldersgate-street to Moor-lane and St. Giles’s 
Church to the northern boundary of the City In 
December, 1957, Messrs. Chamberlin, Powell and Bon, 
who had earlier prepared an outline scheme, were appointed 
architects to prepare a detailed scheme for this purpose. 
Their report, from which these details are taken, was sub- 
mitted to the Court of Common Council yesterday 
(May 28) with a view to being referred to the Barbican 
Committee for consideration and report after having 
obtained the observations of the Improvements and Town 
Planning Committee, the City of London Schools Com- 
mittee and the Music Committee. 


OUTLINE OF SCHEME: The architects have prepared the 
following brief notes on their scheme : 


1. The realignment and decking over of the underground 
railway between Moorgate and Aldersgate stations so that no 
disturbance will be caused to residents. 

2. Separation between footpaths and roadways on different 
levels ; the podium system planned round the base of the 
commercial buildings flanking route 11 is extended throughout 
the residential area north and south of Barbican 

3. The building of 2,150 flats mostly in blocks six-storeys 
high above the podium or in three towers 37-storeys high 
These flats range in size from 1 to 5 rooms, are to be electrically 
heated, and have specially designed kitchens with refuse 
disposal units under the sinks. Lift service connects all flats 
with entrances for pedestrians at podium level and for motor- 
ists at ground level. 

4. Garage space at ground and basement level for about 
2,600 cars ,

6. An Arts Centre—focused on the new buildings for the 
Guildhall School of Music and Drama—including a theatre, 
a concert hall, an art gallery, a public lending library and a 
restaurant. The architects propose that the cast iron rotunda 
of the Coal Exchange which is to be demolished so that 
Lower Thames-street can be widened should be re-erected to 
form a central concourse to the Music School. 


7. Buildings for recreation include a swimming pool, 


squash courts, badminton courts, indoor bowls, club rooms, 
etc. 

8. Other buildings include a group of shops, a hotel with 
140 bedrooms, a hostel containing 100 rooms, a new Fire 
Brigade station, City mortuary, Coroners’ Courts, City Green- 
yard and, as a future development, new buildings for the 
Cripplegate Institute. 

9. Particular attention has been paid to the landscape 
treatment of the ground between the buildings which includes 
extensive lawns, tree planting, a lake, paving and decorative 
planting. 

10. Inthe northern part of the scheme the podium extends 
over part of Barbican and over a realigned Golden lane ; this 
podium separates the pedestrian area and flats above from 
commercial development below. 

This area forms part of the Martin/Mealand scheme of 
comprehensive redevelopment which otherwise consists 
of office and commercial buildings. 


PLANNING AND Cost: With regard to the detailed 
scheme, the architects’ intention has been to create a 
coherent residential precinct in which people can live both 
conveniently and with pleasure. Uninterrupted by road 
traffic (which is kept separate from pedestrian circulation 
through and about the neighbourhood) a quiet precinct 
will be created. 


The capital cost of the whole development south of 
Barbican and of roughly the first half of the development 
north of Barbican is estimated to be about £20,000,000 of 
which building costs amount to about £15,000,000. A 
7-year building programme is suggested. The architects’ 
report has been prepared on the basis that annual rents 
would be charged (exclusive of general and water rates, 
heating and internal repairs) averaging for each size of 
flat or house as follows :

4 Threatened London Backwater 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—It may not be generally known 

that the unusual (perhaps unique) and 
charming backwater, Carlton-mews, SW1, 
has been threatened with partial demo- 
lition for (it is said) an addition to a 
neighbouring club. 

The present writer stumbled upon it some 
years ago and was delighted by it. An 
oblong courtyard has on three sides stables 
on ground level and small two-storey houses 
above, to which access is afforded by iron 
galleries on brackets; at the west end a tall 
blank wall borders on the United Service 
Club garden and marks an unfulfilled western 
extension of the Mews. At the north-east 
and south-east corners covered ways lead 
respectively to Warwick House-street (itself 
a little-known branch of Cockspur-street) 
and the eastern part of Carlton House-ter- 
race; one can thus pass through from Cock- 
spur-street to the foot of Waterloo-place, by 
the Duke of York’s Column. 

East of the former gateway (as shown on 
the accompanying plan) is a wide * dog-leg’ 
ramp up to the galleries; the slopes are steep, 
cobbled, certainly uncomfortable to the feet 
and almost dangerous in descending; it has 
been suggested that up these slopes horses 
were led for stabling. John Nash is said to 
have been the architect, 1830-32. (See the 
illustrations and article in Country Life, 
Jan. 29, 1959, pp. 198-9, and brief reference 
in Pevsner, Cities of London and West 
minster, 1955, p. 500.) Other local buildings 
are shown on the plan (not strictly to scale); 
Cockspur-court (formerly Red Lion-yard), 
east of the Mews, is also worth exploring.

HIS new Seamen's Church and Mission replaces the 
worn Out premises now in Limehouse. 


The site is on the corner of Commercial-road and 
Yorkshire-road, opposite the Rotherhithe Tunnel 
approach, and while it is an awkward triangular-shaped one 
with a railway viaduct behind and noisy roads on two sides, 
it is very well placed for communications with the various 
docks. 


The function of the building is to provide spiritual and 
social facilities for seamen from Danish ships coming to the 
London docks.

it will be the terminal building to this portion of the street 
The adjoining present empty building, the former * Star ° 
tavern, will be demolished when future road widening takes 
place. 

The main non-domestic accommodation occupies the 
whole of the ground floor and consists of a small church 
(45 seats plus gallery), reading room, lounge, billiard room 
and meeting room. This latter room can be used as an 
extension to the church to provide additional seating on 
special occasions. 


The social rooms are planned round a small internal 
garden court which not only provides light and air but also 
a pleasant outlook to the rooms 


The church contains two 17th century carved wood 
figures of Saint Peter and Saint Paul, by the sculptor Cibber, 
who was also responsible for the sculptured panels at the 
base of The Monument. Behind these figures is an abstract 
glass mosaic window, made by the Danish sculptor Palle 
Bruun and designed by him in co-operation with Holger 
Jensen. The organ was designed by Holger Jensen in 
co-operation with the makers, Th. Frobenius & Co. of 
Denmark. 


On the second floor are two flats providing accommo- 
dation for the Pastor and the Warden. 


The brickwork internally and externally to church, etc., 
is of dark brown Leicestershire facing brick. Apart from 
the church, which is of load-bearing brickwork, the re- 
mainder of the building is of reinforced concrete frame- 
work, with cement infill wall panels rendered and painted 
in various shades of grey externally 


The roofs are flat with the exception of the church, which 
is approximately * M *-shaped, covered in copper. 


In the church itself all the woodwork is in plain pine- 
wood, wax finished 


The light fittings and clock were supplied by Louis 
Poulsen of Copenhagen. The furniture was supplied by 
Fritz Hansen through Nordiske Andels-Eksport, Copen- 
hagen. 


The altar and font silver-ware was designed by Holger 
Jensen and supplied by Dansk Paramenthandel, Copen- 
hagen, and the pulpit was made and donated by Arthur 
Sorensen of Esbjerg, to the design of Holger Jensen.

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News of the Week 
RIBA Colour Conference 


HE RIBA’s Science Committee has 

arranged a conference on the design 
of co-ordinated colour ranges for building 
products, to be held at the RIBA at 2.30 
p.m. on Tuesday June 2. The principal 
speaker will be Mr. H. L. Gloag, AA, 
Dipl, ARIBA, of the Building Research 
Station. 

In 1955 BS2660 ‘Colours for Building 
and Decorative Paints’ was published as 
the result of collaboration between the 
Royal Institute, the Building Research 
Station, and the paint industry. It was a 
new departure, devised to provide for 
architects a representative, systematic and 
harmonious range of colours which would 
at the same time minimise demands upon 
the industry for special colours. Its design 
was based on the Munsell classification 
of colours. 

Since then, attention has been given to 
the colour ranges for the very many 
materials and products which receive their 
colour in the factory. The purposes of 
the present meeting is to propose an 
approach to the design of these ranges 
aimed at making them easier to use in 
themselves or with the British Standard 
colours, and as directly related as possible 
to functional needs. As part of the back- 
ground to these proposals, a survey of 
about 150 existing ranges, relating to wall, 
floor and ceiling finishes and important 
items of office, kitchen and bathroom 
equipment, has been carried out at the 
Building Research Station. 


Coventry Cathedral Exhibition 

Vistrors to Coventry Cathedral are 
now able to see an exhibition of materials 
used in the construction of the new 
Cathedral. The exhibition has been de- 
signed by Mr. Basil Spence, PRIBA, the 
architect for the Cathedral. Exhibits 
include four sections of the stained glass 
windows, pieces of the several types of 
marble which will be used in the floor 
of the nave, copper to be used on the 
roof, a block of the pink Hollington sand- 
stone in which the Cathedral’s walls are 
built and an example of the carvings Mr. 
Ralph Beyer is to do for the murals in 
the window recesses. Covering one wall 
of the Coventry Appeal Centre, where the 
exhibition is staged, is a photographic 
enlargement of a drawing of the new 
Cathedral as it will appear from Priory- 
street, 

A College of Technologists 

THE ESTABLISHMENT of The College of 
Technologists was announced on May 20 
by the Governing Body of the National 
Council for Technological Awards, the 
Chairman of which is Lord Hives. 

The College will administer the award 
of Membership of The College of Tech- 
nologists (MCT) which the National 
Council propose to create as a qualifica- 
tion higher than the Diploma in Tech- 
nology. The College of Technologists 
will operate within the framework of 
the National Council for Technological 
Awards and will be served by the same 
administrative staff. 

A Board of Scientific and Industrial 
Studies is to be responsible for the 


academic and industrial aspects of the 
administration of the award. The Govern- 
ing Body of the National Council has met 
as the Court of the College and appointed 
Sir Arnold Hall as chairman of the Board. 


Royal Gold Medallist 


Mr. L. MIES VAN DER ROHE was 
invested by the President RIBA with the 
Royal Gold Medal for Architecture, 1959, 
at a ceremony held in the RIBA on Tues- 
day night. Tributes to him were paid by 
Sir William Holford, the Hon. Lionel 
Brett, J. M. Richards, R. Llewelyn Davies 
and Peter Chamberlin. The Royal Gold 
Medallist briefly replied. The ceremony, 
which was filmed, will be reported in our 
next issue.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From THe BulLper of May 28, 1859 
WHAT PASSES ON LONDON BRIDGE.— 

Mr, D. W. Harvey, the City Commis- 
sioner Of Police, has published a table 
showing the traific over London-bridge 
in twenty-four hours, from 6 p.m. on 
March 16 until 6 p.m. on the I7th... . 
The total number of passengers in car- 
riages and on foot amounted, in the 
twenty-four hours, to 167,910, or at the 
average rate of about 6,996 per hour, 
night and day. At the hours from ten to 
eleven o’clock in the morning the stream 
of people passed over the bridge at the 
rate of 13,433, or about 224 every minute. 
This was the largest number of persons 
who passed during an hour. Between six 
and seven in the evening was the next 
greatest throng. During this time the 
passengers amounted to 13,361. 

During the twenty-four hours the num- 
ber of carriages amounted to 20,498, or 
an average of about 854 an hour. The 
20,500 carriages consist of 4,483 cabs, 
4,286 omnibuses, 9,245 wagons, carts, 
etc.; other vehicles, 2,430. Horses led or 
ridden, 54. The greatest number of car- 
riages in any hour was between ten and 
eleven o'clock in the forenoon, when 
1,764 carriages passed over the bridge.

CHESTNUTS AND CONCRETE 


From a Special Correspondent 


HE Cement and Concrete Association 
are always pleased to be able to show 
architects, engineers and builders the 
work they carry out at Wexham Springs 
in Buckinghamshire. However, May 13 
was made a special occasion in that a 
garden party was held and Sefior Felix 
Candela opened a display of surface 
finishes and decorative paving slabs. This 
well-organised function was attended by 
many hundreds of people who cannot 
have failed to have been impressed by the 
speeches, the hospitality and the display. 
The introductory speech was lucid and 
excellently short and Sefior Candela even 
shorter but, nevertheless, carrying out 
his duty in a charming manner. Although 
this was the end of his tour of Great 
Britain, the Professor was certainly not 
one to be at a loss for words and in his 
lectures he, one gathers, never once 
repeated himself, which is one of the 
reasons for the great success of his visit. 
The exhibition of a few photographs of 
the work of Candela and his associates 
in Mexico occasioned interest among the 
non-professionals present as much as by 
the professionals. 

It is to be hoped that the distinguished 
visitor and opener was as duly impressed 
with the warm spring evening as was his 
English audience. Weather conditions 
could not have been more perfect and the 
chestnuts were dressed in all their full 
glory of candles. - Azaleas and other 
flowering shrubs and trees were much 
admired and the thousands of shades of 
fresh greens were a delight to anyone 
who had been working in a City office; 
let alone anyone from Spain and Mexico, 
possibly anticipating a murky fog. 

But the greatest advantage of the bright 
sunny weather was that the new series of 


display walls and frames were seen to 
such excellent advantage. The walls 
illustrated many varieties of textures and 
patterns which can be given to concrete 
by casting in moulds or against form- 
work. The most successful designs were 
those that honestly accepted the fact that 
basically the materials were aggregate and 
cement; it was when other materials such 
as natural stone and glazed ware were 
being ‘copied’ that the result was often 
unsatisfactory. 

The work of Mr. William Mitchell, 
design consultant, was well represented, 
and his mural built up of precast units 
set Many a camera shutter working. A 
panel composed of slabs to quarter full- 
size which will clad the end walls of a 
19-storey block of flats in Stepney (archi- 
tect to the London County Council, 
Hubert Bennett, FRIBA) was arranged 
with a marker so that some idea of the 
effect of the 200-ft. high building could 
be obtained but the exhibit, being new, 
did not show the weather staining which 
appears likely to have the same effect as 
that of camouflaging. 

Riven face ‘* Maclit’ plates manufac- 
tured by Kendell’s Stone and Paving Co 
Ltd. in panel No. 5, provided a good 
example of an applied finish to a concrete 
block wall, but the pierced screen wall 
blocks shown by the same firm (designer, 
Mr. Edward Stone) were disappointing 
and reminiscent of terra-cotta b!ocks of 
an earlier age or the speculative builder 
who wished to have a garden wall of 
novel design. 

Patterned blocks with an_ egg-shell 
surface, obtained by casting against 
thermoplastic form linings, were shown 
in a panel by Modular Concrete Co. Ltd. 
(designer, Mr. J. D. Binns) in such a 
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manner that the variety of patterns which 
could be produced from one standard 
block was worthy of note. A somewhat 
similar exhibit, in that it showed a wide 
range of patterns using a standard block, 
was by Atlas Stone Co. Ltd. with their 
‘Shadowal’ blocks with some blocks 
painted in a cement-base paint and others 
with a terra-cotta sand-textured paint, but 
this treatment seemed to disappoint some 
of the functionalists present

Institute of Builders’ Progress 


THE INSTITUTE OF BUILDERS, at a 
special general meeting on May 20, 
approved the new constitution for the 
Institute (the purpose of which was out- 
lined in The Builder of May 8). Mr. 
G. O. Swayne, OBE, has now taken over 
the office of President. The annual report 
(now issued from 48, Bedford-square) 
indicates that membershi> at April 1 last 
was 4,102, an increase over the figures at 
June, 1956, of 1,920. 
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THREE INDUSTRIAL BUILDINGS at Duxford, for CIBA (ARL) Ltd. 


VHREE interesting new buildings were 
shown to visitors at the 25th anni- 
versary celebrations, held last week, of 
CIBA (ARL) Ltd. The first is the 
Araldite plant, which is constructed of 
reinforced concrete clad almost entirely 
with glazed curtain walling. It provides 
for a total working area on four floors 
of 16,300 sq. ft. The staircase is enclosed 
in a tower 82ft. high the top of which 
is occupied by a water tank with a 
capacity of 30,000 gallons. 

In view of the nature of the processes 
to be carried out in this plant, both the 
building and the equipment have been 
designed to keep fire hazards to a mini- 
mum, A‘ background’ ventilation system 
provides frequent changes of air and this 
can be changed to impose additional 
ventilation when required. 

[wo ancillary buildings, the control 
laboratory and the switch house together 
with tanks containing inflammable sol- 
vents are sited away from the main fac- 
tory blocks. This has been done as an 
added precaution against fire hazard. On ARALDITE BLOCK.—Architect : P.M. Dowson, ARIBA ; 
the east side of the plant is a brick built Consulting Engineers : Messrs. Ove Arup & Partners. 
store with a floor space of 4,700 sq. ft. 
The feature of this store is the roof which 
is supported by four lathed timber 
trusses, each of 72ft. span. All doors are 
protected internally against fire.

Sales Block 
-JERE existing buildings have been 
extended by the addition of two 
wings enclosing a courtyard. This pro- 
vides floor space of 15,000 sq. ft. consist- 
ing of a display room, two laboratories 
and 38 offices, 33 of which are contained 
in the three storey brick built wing. The 
wing * facing the road’ is timber built of 
two storeys with a flat roof, the upper 
floor being supported on portal frames. 
The single stanchion of these frames is 
branched to form a main bearing inside 
the building and a short cantilever section 
outside; the frames are entirely exposed 
to form a major feature. The display 
room, which is 70 ft. by 20 ft. is paved 
with blue hawk tiles. Heating is by means 
of circulated hot water under the floor. 
The building contractors for the 
Araldite Plant and the Research Block 
were Messrs. William Sindall Limited.

Stimulating Symposium at the RIBA 


From a Correspondent 


N May 22, 410 people paid for the 

privilege of attending the all-day 
RIBA symposium ‘The Living Town,’ 
with the declared object of initiating a 
new drive for the replanning and renewal 
of the centres of our cities and towns. 

Distinguished planners, who if not at 
the RIBA would have been joining in the 
Town Planning Institute conference at 
Southport no doubt, read papers on their 
experience in practice and gave sugges- 
tions for the future. In this they were 
assisted by two speakers on the subject of 
the local government team in action in the 
persons of Mr. Richard Edmonds (chair- 
man, LCC Town Planning Committee) 
and Mr. Hubert Bennett, FRIBA (archi- 
tect to the LCC). With eight speakers it 
was a wise decision to have someone who 
could be called upon to give a summary 
at the end of the day, and fortunately for 
everyone present this was the task of the 
Hon. Lionel Brett, FRIBA, vice-president, 
RIBA, who briefly and kindly, picked out 
the salient points. 

The chairman, Professor Sir William 
Holford, FRIBA, PPTPI, kept matters flow- 
ing in an expert manner and made his own 
helpful comments. A considerable amount 
of thought had obviously gone into the 
planning of the arrangements for.the day as 
was shown by having Mr. Percy JoHNSON- 
MARSHALL start off the morning session by 
giving a repeat performance, of . necessity 
shortened, of the paper on Comprehensive 
Redevelopment which was given at the 
RIBA last December, which set a new 
standard for instruction combined with 
entertainment. 

Mr. Johnson-Marshall knows how to 
laugh at himself and at fellow-planners, 
which is a virtue unlike when a comedian 
laughs at his own jokes. Even if a slide gets, 
inadvertently, projected upsidedown the 
point is nevertheless made and accepted by 
the audience. 

After a packed lunch, mainly of carbo- 
hydrates, there was the strong possibility 
that the audience would doze off, no matter 
how interesting the speaker and the sub- 
ject. But this too had been considered and 
the planners had arranged for Sir Hugh 
Casson, RDI, FRIBA, to talk on ‘ Town 
Sense.” This fugitive leprechaun was in one 
of his most quippish moods and, in conse- 
quence, the danger period passed safely and 
instructively. 

Practical Experience 

Following on the survey of the past and 
its problems by Mr. Johnson-Marshall, three 
architect-planners told something of their 
present work with its problems and heart 
aches. Mr. Artuur G. Linc, FRIBA, spoke 
of Coventry and its particular difficulties 
which made him feel that comprehensive 
land ownership is the starting-point for re- 
integration of the design effort. The need 
for enthusiastic comprehensive planning 
was essential and without it a new sense of 
purpose would not be given to local govern- 
ment. Private enterprise need not be ex- 
cluded, but the advantages of having the 
local authority in control of redevelopment 


works were many and co-operation between 
public and private developers and their 
architects and professional advisers was per- 
fectly possible. A start had been made in 
Coventry which promised well, but a 
change in housing subsidies was vital with- 
out further delay. 

Mr. Ling concluded his illustrated paper 
by drawing attention to the need for new 
legislation to bring together all the powers 
distributed among various Ministries and 
Acts, and included was the question of sub- 
sidy which was needed for an area rather 
than a particular type of building. 


The Example of Norwich 


Ihe example of Norwich was put forward 
by their city architect, Mr. D. E» PERcIVAL, 
ARIBA, and among points dealt with was 
that of over-concentration on three-bedroom 
accommodation which characterized hous- 
ing administration in the first half of this 
century, and that mixed development was 
essential to social balance. Division of re- 
sponsibilities between engineer and architect 
caused obvious difficulties just as much as 
those between local government committees 

An illustration of a marginal site between 
housing development and a trunk road was 
given; it was by no means an amenity for 
the simple reason that neither the parks 
committee, the housing committee nor the 
highways committee would take responsi- 
bility for various reasons. Among other 
illustrations shown were several showing the 
imaginative re-furbishing or Magdalen-street 
in Norwich under the inspiration of the 
Civic Trust. Following this co-operative 
effort, between private owners and local 
authority, Mr. Percival also made the point 
that co-operation in redevelopment was per- 
fectly possible. 

Mr. P. CHAMBERLIN, FRIBA, with his 
experience of such sites as Golden Lane and 
the Barbican in London, had much of inter- 
est to impart and this he did in a straight- 
forward manner. The importance of a co- 
ordinating committee was essential in any 
large-scale redevelopment scheme, saving as 
it did time, labour and money. Recent 
remarks made by retired generals, Eisen- 
hower and Bradley, were quoted and 
received sympathetic murmurs of agreement 
from the audience. Not so the appeal that 
less should be spent on ‘fireworks’ and 
more on redevelopment, for this occasioned 
the only interruption, during the whole day, 
by the audience in the form of prolonged 
applause. 

Whilst slides and quips illustrated many 
of the points which Sir HUGH Casson wished 
to make in the afternoon session, his main 
remarks led the way for the remaining 
speakers. Emphasis was on the fact that 
the job was for everyone but that the tech- 
nicians would bear the brunt, although it 
was necessary that they be supported by 
elected members of the locai authority and 
by informed citizens. Seemingly outrageous 
statements such as ‘ The essence of planning 
is being unfair’ and ‘ Never trust to reason 
for it never gets you anywhere in this 
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country’ were enjoyed and, what is more, 
feeiingly accepted. 

A quotation, concerning urban renewal, 
from an official governmental bulletin was 
the start to the scholarly paper by PROFESSOR 
RoBert H. MatrHew, CBE, FRIBA, and 
although this proved to be from a USA 
source, it did allow the speaker to point out 
that leadership trom the government in this 
country was now entirely lacking. All 
impetus had gone and ideals and visions 
which flourished but a few years ago had 
disappeared. The was simple for 
there was no national plan, no regional plans 
and not even statements from the Govern- 
ment to give a little heart. 

Mr. Matthew was another speaker to warn 
of divisions of responsibilities and that 
imaginative control was needed which could 
bring public and private initiative together 
at the planning stage. In conclusion, it was 
pointed out that if President Eisenhower and 
Mr. Khruschey can put urban renewal in 
front of their national policies, and back 
their words with action, then planning pays 
and we in this country should the 
imagination to learn that lesson. 

The contribution by Mr. 
EDMONDS, speaking as an elected 
tative of the people, formed a good con- 
trast to the papers by the technicians. 
Besides adding more words on the need for 
teamwork, Mr. Edmonds spoke of the start 
that London had been able to make with 
their neighbourhood units in the centre of 
the city. Mr. HuBert BENNETT illustrated 
many of his points with a splendid series of 
coloured slides, taken from a helicopter, of 
Caracas, Venezuela, which he had recently 
visited. The Elephant and Castle redevelop- 
ment area in London was discussed in relat 
tionship to the advantages of getting both 
private and public authority clients to co 
operate at the earliest possible stage

Discussion 

A discussion, not surprisingly of a lower 
standard than the previous proceedings, fol- 
lowed, but in the short time available few 
speakers had much of an opportunity to con 
tribute to the subject. However, the experi- 
ence of Mr. MAx Lock in preparing a rede- 
velopment plan for Sevenoaks, Kent, and 
getting agreement from all concerned before 
the public inquiry took place prompted a 
number of questions and remarks. Several 
speakers advocated better publicity by archi- 
tects and planners in the interests of archi- 
tecture and planning. 

Earlier in the day the RIBA President, 
Mr. Basit SpENcE, had pointed out in his 
speech opening the symposium that better 
public relations in planning were needed, 
and it was necessary to explain to the public 
what was wanted to be done in order to 
carry the public along with them. 

The CHAIRMAN had, when introducing the 
subject of ‘ The Living Town,’ expressed the 
hope that it was to be a memorable day. So 
it proved.

Architects’ Deft Solution of a Difficult Problem 


for the future lie in the 
younger generation. To crisp-up that 
platitude, however, may one add that they 
will no doubt take a more constructive 
interest in it when they have decided 
what, and whom, they are so angry with. 

On the whole, it does not seem to be 
their architects, but meantime the slightly 
older ones seem to be still providing when 
it comes to the doing, and this is being 
done without undue tantrums at either 
production or receiving ends—and with 
conspicuous architectural success. This 
applies down (or up) to caffé espresso 
society, but not the denizens of the juke- 
bditeries or the junior stockbroker’s 
sycophants of the saloon bar. 

I doubt whether that admirable and 
realistic institution the Youth Hostels 
Association is concerned with either of 
those distressingly analogous fringes. 
But even their narrowed-down problem 
of architectural catering must have its 
complications when the site is an almost 
surrealist urban oasis, and adjoins relics 
of such art-historical and landscaping 
importance as Holland House and _ its 
Park. The practical make-do-and-mend 
requirements alone will have called for 
considerable ingenuity, but even more so 
the aesthetic ones. 

Without overplaying such embarras- 
sing words as ‘perceptiveness’ the 
wisdom of the choice of Sir Hugh Casson 
and Neville Conder cannot be stressed 
enough. Half a dozen architects might 
have designed a good Youth Hostel com- 
memorating a Monarch: but I cannot 
think of any others who could have done 
this in uncompromising idiom, in close 
juxtaposition with the blasted relics of a 
Jacobean mansion and its recently-derelict 
park—themselves an incongruity, and 
possessing an emotional significance to 
‘Londoners not always shared by its 
transient, and cosmopclitan, new patrons. 

How deftly the architects grasped the 
nettle is shown by Casson’s Royal 
Academy drawing hung in the Hostel’s 
Quiet Room. But their own notes on the 
scheme are so clear-cut that I must try 
to abridge them for quotation here. The 
salient points were (a) to sleep 200 round 
a court (in the university sense) without 
physical contact between old and new: 
(b) to do this bv flexibly-linked and 
levelled grouping enhancing the domin- 
ance and apparent bulk of the old, leav- 
ing it ‘inviolate’ and visible from many 
viewpcints; (c) to nail the noint by 
making a new five-storey block ‘read’ 
as three, and (d) to exclude and mutilate 
the park as little as possible. 

In all this they have succeeded. The 
low links are brick, and refer to rather 
than match the old work. If one has a 
small criticism, I wondered if the inevit- 
able physical hinge—the low revetted 
screen damming the north end of the 
‘long water’ might not have had some 
textural distinction from the rest—say, 
in hard-baked header-courses. This 
‘wrap-around ° ties the court and the new 
work not only to the reconstituted old, 


| he architecture as with everything else, 
hopes 


but to the now-fragmentary  con- 
tinuation of the old house westwards, 
simultaneously (to quote the architects) 
shifting the centre of gravity so as to give 
the remaining East Wing an importance 
in the new complex which it did not 
possess aS one of the arms of the (later) 
17th c. H-plan. 

The tall block is end-on to the latter 
and is in deliberate contrast, being faced 
in stucco and painted in a two-tone 
variant of the ‘Thames Green’ so long 
in coming, so likely to stay, and here so 
compatible with but distinguishable from 
the natural green of trees and grass. A 
crowning subtlety is its echoing the 
pilaster-and-panel treatment of the 
original (for similar structural reasons, 
though there formalised) without the 
slightest suggestion of tongue-in-cheek, by 
exposing the structural frame. Indeed, 
this characterises the whole scheme, and 
is an object lesson to more mortician- 
minded preservationists. 

I wish I had space for the furnishing 
and interior, but in this case the visual 
impact of the elevations is more impor- 
tant. The decorations are notable for 
their stimulating colour, and the equip- 
ment a happy collaboration between 
client and architects. On Press day, 
partly because of unpredicted fine weather 
(which one heartily hopes for the Royal 
opening) the George VI Youth Hostel 
seemed a _ particularly comfortable, 
relaxed and well-mannered extension of 
one of London’s assets.

First Yerbury Foundation Lecture 


R. JORGEN VARMING, BSc., 

MIHVE, the distinguished Danish 
engineer, gave the first Yerbury Founda- 
tion lecture, on the subject of ‘ Mechani- 
_cal Services and Architecture, at the 
TUC Building, Great Russell-street, WC1, 
on May 20. Mr. Bryan Westwood, 
FRIBA, was in the chair. Mr. Varming 
said:— 

The incorporation of mechanical ser- 
vices into architectural design is a subject 
with problems of so delicate and involved 
a nature that it requires a man with 
courage and with a philosophical mind to 
dig into it. I have no philosophical mind, 
but honoured by an invitation from the 
Yerbury Foundation to talk on such a 
fascinating subject I could not resist 
accepting and indulging myself on the 
problem. 

The problem has no history. To my 
knowledge it did not exist even 60 years 
ago. The building process did not get all 
that involved until the beginning of this 
century. In fact upon investigation | 
found that the intercourse between the 
architect and the mechanical engineer 
started the year | was born—in 1906—or, 
at least, had just started. 

I found this evidence in a sketch book 
of my father’s of that year in the form 
of a poem which ran as follows (my 
father was an architect): 

In the happy old days now long ago 

When time was passing smoothly and slow 
We architects had such a happy mind 

With no interference of any kind. 

Then we could breathe so freely and fair 
Without this blasted conditioned air 

But what we were taught then from our birth 
Is now reduced to nothing worth. 

Who spoils the fun of the architect's task? 
Who is the snake in the grass, you may ask? 
Who will insist on these plant rooms and gears? 
Who—but these confounded engineers ! 

Unfortunately this piece of poetry loses 
some of its flavour in the translation from 
Danish in which it was written. But it 
shows with emphasis that the trouble had 
started in 1906—and where indeed are 
we to-day ? 


A ‘Classical Case’ 


Half a century does not make history. 
It only makes classical stories, and one 
which made some impression on me as 
a student I shall refer to here because 
it has a great deal of bearing on to- 
night’s subject. 

When the enormous cast iron radiators 
and clumsy pipes began to paralyse the 
architects’ minds the resistance to the 
inevitable evolution seemed to have been 
fairly easily subdued by the engineers. 
But apparently a reaction started, and in 
1910 Mr. Aubrey Thomas, an architect 
of Liverpool, threw the glove back into 
the face of the engineer and said some- 
thing to the effect of * all right, let us have 
a heating plant, but I refuse to accept 
one which has any visible parts of pipes 
or cast iron.’ 


SERVICES AND 


This bullying attitude led to the remark- 
able invention of the low temperature 
panel heating system with concealed coils 
cast into the reinforced concrete struc- 
ture, and I understand that the very first 
plant still works beautifully. 

I do not know how bullying an attitude 
the architect did take up. I prefer to 
regard this story as an example of close 
and fruitful co-operation between archi- 
tect, structural engineer and mechanical 
services engineer: three men with initia- 
tive, vision and common sense. 


PART ONE: THE ARCHITECT AND 
THE MECHANICAL SERVICES 
CONSULTANT 


In a recent joint meeting between the 
Royal Institute of British Architects and 
the Institution of Civil Engineers the 
collaboration between architect and 
engineer was discussed. Messrs. Jefferiss 
Mathews and Ove Arup opened the dis- 
cussion by reading two papers on the 
subject which very clearly emphasised 
that architects and engineers are in fact 
far too aloof to each other. 

In a talk on mechanical services and 
architecture, I find it difficult to ignore 
that such a complexity exists, and realis- 
ing that the more it is discussed the better, 
I shall try to contribute in a modest way 
to such general discussions without which 
a Solution will never be found. 

The problem as I see it is one of 
organisation, and education and it has 
a social aspect as well. 


Organisation 


In an endeavour to find proposals for 
improvements it would be wise to bear in 
mind that the less revolutionary to the 
present practice the more readily such 
plans will be adopted. 

Arrangements such as the particular 
American one, where architect, engineer 
and contractor combine in one firm, the 
so-called ‘package service system,’ for 
instance, will hardly thrive in Europe. !t 
would completely change the present pat- 
tern of professions, by introducing com- 
mercial interests among the consultants. 

It has often been maintained that the 
perfect case is only possible when one 
master brain conceives the complete 
design and makes all the necessary dis- 
positions. Such a possibility is fortunately 
out of the question; however perfect, it 
would be a little dull, I think. But instead 
of regarding this utopian idea as a joke, 
let us see how this superman would pro- 
ceed with the design. 

However ‘super’ the man would be, 
he essentially must have a staff. And the 
staff would have to be made up of archi- 
tects and engineers perfectly organised 
and presumably working under the same 
roof. This is where I think the superman 
will score his biggest triumphs ! 

And this is where I think an improve- 
ment to the present state of affairs can be 
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made: it is absurd that a score or more 
of people working on the same project 
be scattered over three or even four 
offices so far apart that the majority never 
meet at all. For one thing it is highly 
irrational and unproductive. And further- 
more, how can they learn to appreciate 
one another’s work when their only com- 
munication is by telephone or correspon- 
dence? It is bad organisation and it is 
very unsocial. 

For any large project I would therefore 
advocate a joint office with accommoda- 
tion for the joint staff of architects and 
structural, mechanical and _ electrical 
engineers, all working on the mutual 
scheme and preferably nothing but this 
scheme. 

I am talking from experience when 
maintaining that such arrangements are 
feasible and well worth setting up. It 
promotes friendship and understanding 
between the various professions. The 
peeple working on the scheme will gradu- 
ally realise that their work is closely 
related, in point of fact very similar—they 
use the same tools, they learn to respect 
one another, they lunch together (and, of 
course, have tea together); they form a 
team. And when they have a problem 
they have the man who can solve it or 
attend to it within easy reach. In other 
words the system is organised as a self- 
contained team unit. 

The team should have four men in 
charge, a quartet where the architect or 
his trusted partner or senior architect 
plays the first violin; the civil, mechanical 
services and the electrical engineers or 
their trusted partners or seniors play the 
other instruments. 

In this case the architect is more artist 
than organiser, which is not unusual and 
indeed is in many cases most desirable; the 
civil engineer or any of the other engi- 
neers can take on the practical leadership 
of the team provided he has the tact, the 
administrative ability and, of course, 
the appreciation of architectural value 
required. 


Time of Appointment 


The next point I would like to bring up 
is an obvious one, but far too often the 
mechanical services consultant is selected 
when the project is too advanced, the 
design too rigid. Dare I say that this is 
particularly true in this country, and you 
may wish to know that I am not un- 
familiar with British conditions as, happi- 
ly, I am working on projects here. 

It is essential that he be called in at the 
nebulous stage, and that design meetings 
are started early. It is all very well that 
the architect has already made provision 
for ducts and shafts, etc., but they are 
never exactly right and the consultant too 
often has to compromise at the very 
beginning. And there is more to it than 
ducts and shafts; insulation, condensation, 
vapour transmission and diffusion, for 
instance, are factors of paramount im- 
portance and influence on the architec- 
tural and structural main dispositions. 

Another point is this, that being brought 
too late into the picture is most uninspir- 
ing, and the provisions which the architect 
is so proud of, have a tendency to kill 
the initiative and enthusiasm which is so 
essential if the services consultant is to

Arne Jacobsen once told me that when 
he is asked to build a house for someone 
the worst thing which can happen is that 
the client presents him with a sketch of 
what he wants. Usually such sketches are 
fairly sensible. The plan will work—but 
the flame has gone. I feel exactly that 
way when the architect has taken the 
initiative: the architect must accept that 
the engineer in his way is somewhat of 
an artist too—and not just a dead fish 
with a slide rule. 


Technical Co-Education 


A last point | shall mention is that 
improvements could be achieved if some 
kind of technical co-education of archi- 
tects and engineers was brought about. 
This point was put by Mr. Jefferiss 
Mathews in the paper I mentioned before, 
and it is possibly the most important 
point. And I cannot help going a step 
further into the question of education and 
ask if the training of the heating engineer 
is exactly as it should be. 

The heating engineer is in England 
somewhat of a Cinderella. He is sitting 
between two chairs—he is not a civil 
engineer and he is not a mechanical engi- 
neer. Not necessarily. 

To exaggerate the point, a_ civil 
engineer’s most important fundamental is 
statics, the mechanical engineer’s is 
mechanics, and the heating engineer’s is 
physics. Heat transfer, the behaviour of 
air jets, pipe flow, air conditioning is 
physics. \t is not mechanical engineering. 
The designation ‘ mechanical services ° is 
very misleading. 

It is therefore quite natural that the 
heating engineer is not recognised by the 
Institution of Mechanical Engineers. He 
cannot join any of the chartered engineer- 
ing institutions. 

This may be one reason why so few 
university graduates go in for heating and 
ventilation, and the situation would most 
certainly improve if the Institution of 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers, which 
is an excellent institution, could obtain a 
Royal Charter and become recognised on 
the same level as the three large Institu- 
tions. 


Continental Practice 

The greater majority of heating engi- 
neers in the Scandinavian countries are 
graduated civil engineers. 

I am not saying that the co-operation 
conditions are perfect in Scandinavia. 
They are not. But I feel that the heating 
engineers are more architecturally minded 
than in this country and I wonder if the 
reason is not to be found in the techno- 
logical education: civil engineering and 
structures are, after all, more closely re- 
lated to architecture than mechanics and 
metallurgy. 

In Switzerland, where they have got the 
highest standard of heating engineers in 
the world, the education I admit is basic- 
ally mechanical engineering. Aloofness 
between architect and engineer is not an 
infrequent phenomenon, I have been told, 
but still their buildings are well and 
efficiently built. 

This may appear contradictory to what 
I just said about education, but it is not 


necessarily so. The excellent achieve- 
ments in Switzerland may be explained 
by the argument that Swiss architects are 
more engineering minded than most of 
their foreign colleagues. They do put the 
technical aspect much in the foreground, 
which again may explain that in spite of 
the excellence of Swiss buildings some 
people find them somewhat heavy and 
uninspired. 

However, my point is this, that engi- 
neers, whether civil or mechanical or 
electrical for that matter whose future 
job is tied up with that of architects, 
ought to have a thorough training in 
geometry and in free hand sketching, with 
the aim of achieving a sense of space and 
three-dimensional form. And with a 
thorough training in physics, in addition, 
the foundation is laid for a good heating 
engineer. 

As regards technical co-education, it is 
important to realise that whilst practically 
all architects sooner or later will have 
contact and co-operation with engineers, 
only somewhere between 10 and 20 per 
cent of all engineers (as a pure guess) will 
ever have dealings with architects. And 
among the engineering students only very 
few, if any, go through their studies realis- 
ing that they will spend their lives in 
contact with architecture. Only chance 
or a decision made at a much more 
mature stage of their lives will lead them 
to this. 

I therefore put more value on some 
form of co-education performed at a later 
and more mature stage of the education 
than at an early stage; a post-graduate 
sort of thing. 

An indication that this is right I found 
in Stockholm, where the architectural and 
engineering education is done in the same 
technical high school. Both are four-year 
courses with certain subjects in common 
during the first two years. I have been 
told that it does not work very efficiently 
from the point of view of mixing. The 
students form separate groups which do 
not mix at all. 

No, it is surely at the later stage that 
efforts should be set in motion, and this 
is where the English view on qualification 
has a great advantage and in fact makes 
the position easier to improve than on the 
Continent, 

In England, qualification is not accepted 
without additional practical training. On 
the Continent the degree in itself counts 
much more—far too much—and arrange- 
ments for post-graduate education do not 
exist. The graduates are immediately 
accepted by the professional institutions; 
no ‘section C exams.’ and ‘two years’ 
drawing office experience, or anything 
like that spoil the dignity of the young 
graduate. 

In England, where the graduates are 
accustomed to continue their education 
after they have started working for their 
living, it should be much easier to orga- 
nise an education and test showing the 
ability and skill in the art of co-operation 
with architects. 

As regards the architects, I understand 
that, at most architectural schools, in their 
final year the students carry out a com- 
plete design of a building; we call these 
projects the ‘final examination schemes.’ 
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It would be most useful and surely 
important if these final schemes were 
carried out in collaboration with young 
graduate engineers. 

And I feel sure that it would be feasible 
to let the young engineers and architects 
meet at this stage and_experience the 
difficulties but also the excitement and 
inspiration of working closely together on 
a mutual project. If they were properly 
introduced into these problems during 
their education, they would learn to 


appreciate that co-operation is a subtle 
and enjoyable art. 


PART TWO: MECHANICAL 
SERVICES AND ARCHITECTURE 


What I have said so far has been con- 
cerning the mechanical services consultant 
and the architect. Before I proceed to 
talk on mechanical services and architec- 
ture | would I like to show some slides 
which will illustrate the interdependance 
of these two disciplines. They will also 
demonstrate, I hope, that provision and 
main disposition for the services, made at 
a very early stage of the design, will 
greatly—and favourably, | hope—influ- 
ence plan, section, elevation, structure and 
appearance of buildings. 

[Mr. Varming then showed a number 
of slides.]} 

There are, of course, an almost un- 
limited amount of plant and details of 
services which are important in connec- 
tion with tonight’s subject. I shall have 
to limit myself to talk briefly on a few 
items which I consider of particular and 
current interest, 

Boiler Houses 

Some enthusiast has said that ‘ anything 
you can walk into is architecture.’ Let 
us accept this definition and walk into a 
boiler house. I don’t mean the large 
boiler house serving industry and process 
which is so vital a focal point in plan 
and economy that it is obviously much 
in the foreground, but the boiler house or 
boiler room just for heating, ventilation 
and DHW use, which does not always get 
the attention it deserves. And yet it is a 
locality where large sums of money are 
turned into flames and ash, and where 
high economy in running costs should be 
of interest to all of us. 

The Danish Building Research Station 
has been looking into the question of 
economy in this category of boiler plant. 
Their investigations indicate that the 
efficiency is appreciably higher in well 
planned, well lit and spacious boiler 
rooms than in badly planned ones, all 
technical apparatus being equal. In other 
words, it pays in the long run to spend 
money and effort on making practical 
working conditions in the boiler room, 
and it is not purely a welfare-state policy 
matter to create pleasant and attractive 
environments for the boiler attendant. 

I do not recommend to go as far as 
at a plant room in Germany, where an 
enormous indirectly lit aquarium with 
goldfish was put up to the enlivening of 
the boiler attendants, but I strongly hold 
that it is the concern of the architect to 
support the heating engineer in his effort 
to make a neat layout and harmonious 
details. 
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After having tried a great number of 
boiler layouts, 1 have arrived at some 
degree of standardisation which I may 
demonstrate by some slides. They show 
two such typical boiler plants, both 
medium pressure hot water plant with 
pressurised expansion vessels, a type of 
plant which I find economical and appro- 
priate in a majority of cases. 

The last group of slides shows details. 
It includes radiators, which I show with 
the risk of being regarded as a little 
reactionary I am afraid, but which all the 
same very likely will see a revival in 
buildings where mechanical ventilation or 
air-conditioning is not a necessity.

COMPULSORY PURCHASE 
ORDER 
Successful Appeal Against LCC 


POLLOWING a public inquiry held in 
November, 1958, the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government has 
decided not to confirm the London 
County Council (West Square, 
Southwark) Compulsory Purchase Order, 
1958, made under the Housing Act, 1957. 

It was submitted on behalf of the owner 
of 46 to 50 West-square that this detached 
block of five terrace houses formed part of 
an estate of 1-15 houses and one shop. 
About £4,000 had been spent on the five 
houses within the past five years, including 
the rebuilding of the front and part of the 
rear elevations; the dwellings were struc- 
turally sound and the roofs were in good 
condition. It was emphasised that the 
alleged defects were of little consequence 
and contended that the owner was willing 
and able to remedy the defects. It was 
further contended that it was inequitable and 
unnecessary for the Council to acquire this 
small part of the large estate now; it was 
»not designated for redevelopment until 1973 
to 2005, and the owner wanted to repair and 
retain the houses for an agreed period. 

For the Council it was acknowledged that 
an attempt may have been made to maintain 
and repair the properties and that there was 
no evidence of instability, but there was 
some external and internal disrepair, includ- 
ing bulged rear walls to Reference Nos. 1, 
2 and 3 (48, 49 and 50 West-square). It 
was submitted that the fundamental defects 
alleged as principal grounds could not be 
remedied at a reasonable cost. The Order 
land was zoned within the Development Plan 
as open space programmed within 1973 to 
2005 and in the meantime it would be used 
either as a playing space for local children 
or for temporary housing. 

The Inspector confirmed the defects stated 
as principal grounds, but accepted the 
owner’s submission that these defects could 
be remedied at a reasonable cest. He was 
unable to accept the view that the Coun- 
cil’s proposed interim use of the land was in 
the public interest, He therefore considered 
that the owner should be allowed to repair 
the properties. 

The Minister states that he has given care- 
ful consideration to the representations put 
forward by both the objector and the Coun 


cil. So far as unfitness is concerned ne 
accepts the findings of the Inspector. He is 
not satisfied that the most satisfactory 
method of dealing with the conditions in the 
area is the demolition of all the buildings 
in the area. He considers that the owner 
should be encouraged to carry out such 
works as are necessary to render the houses 
fit for human habitation and accepts the 
Inspector’s conclusion that action by the 
local authority under Part II of the Housing 
Act, 1957, would be appropriate. 


ST. PAUL’S AREA 
Church Commissioners’ Appeal 
Dismissed 
AN appeal by the Church Commis- 

sioners in respect of the development 
of a site north of St. Paul’s Cathedral for 
offices, showrooms and shops has been 
dismissed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, but the Commis- 
sioners have been invited to submit a 
fresh application on lines indicated by 
the Minisier. 

The site in question is bounded by New- 
gate-street, Warwick-lane, Paternoster-row 
and Panyer-alley. It is mostly in the owner- 
ship of the Church Commissioners, and 
forms part of the area included in Sir 
William Holford’s plan for the redevelop- 
ment of the precincts of St. Paul's. 

After the public inquiry which was held 
into the proposed amendment of the County 
of London Development Plan to take 
account of Sir William Holford’s recom 
mendations, the Minister expressed the view 
that the tower block some 260ft. high which 
Sir William had proposed to the north-west 
of the Cathedral would be bound to inter- 
fere with important views of the Cathedral, 
and asked that this part of the scheme 
should be reconsidered. 

The area covered by the Church Com- 
missioners’ recent application includes the 
site of this particular block. On this, the 
Commissioners proposed that instead of a 
single high tower there should be twin 
towers, one 175ft. high and the other 
165ft. Both the Common Council and the 
London County Council objected to the twin 
towers, however, and the Commissioners 
then offered, as an alternative, to put for- 
ward an amended scheme for a single tower 
block standing some 204ft, high above the 
pavement to Newgate-street, even though 
this would involve a loss of some 27,000 sq. 
ft. in floor space. 

The Minister, in dismissing the Commis 
sioners’ appeal, indicated that he would be 
prepared to approve a new application on 
the lines of the Commissioners’ revised pro- 
posal. He thought that a single tower of the 
kind now suggested would relate in scale 
with the other buildings to be erected on 
the site much better than the higher and 
bulkier block originally proposed, and would 
not have a serious effect on distant views 
of the dome of the Cathedral. 

The Commissioners also undertook, when 
they came to put forward revised proposals. 
to make other amendments which would 
bring the scheme closer into line with the 
original Holford plan. 

The Minister thought that it would be fit- 
ting that this important part of the precinct 
of the Cathedral should be redeveloped at 
the instance and under the control of the 
Commissioners, 
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FOREMEN AND CLERKS 
OF WORKS 


London Council’s Meeting 


HE Lendon Regional Council of 

Builders’ Foremen and Clerks of 
Works met on April 29 at the headquarters 
of the RIBA, immediately before a film show 
and discussion organised by the council, and 
the following is a summary of some of the 
matters discussed at the meeting : 

Foremen’s Financial Responsibilities —t 
was suggested that foremen were sometimes 
required to undertake considerable financial 
responsibility through the handling of cash 
and wages and particularly through the 
administering of ‘subbing’ which was still 
widespread in the industry. On occasions 
some foremen had suffered loss and had 
been penalised as a result of a mis-calcula 
tion particularly if the money involved was 
not covered by insurance. ‘* Subbing’ was 
a bad practice and determined efforts should 
be made at national level to reduce or, if 
possible, abolish it. 

The question was related to decasualisa 
tion of labour and to the importance of 
improving the quailty of labour in the indus- 
try. The Council noted the wide implica- 
tions of this matter and members were asked 
to consider it and submit any comments in 
writing before the next meeting. 

Employers and General Foremen’s 
National Joint Advisory Committee.—The 
Council received a report of a meeting of the 
Committee held on April 24, when the prin- 
cipal item under discussion was the dissemi- 
nation of technical information. The meet 
ing had agreed that the information most 
needed could be classified under three head- 
ings : 

(i) Technical information about 
materials and plant. 

(ii) Factual reports on new materials, 
particularly failures. 

(iii) Management 
results of work study. 

Associations had been asked to 
this matter with their members and to 
suggest further requirements. Other items 
discussed had included Courses for Lecturers 
in Foremanship studies and Site Offices for 
General Foremen. It was also agreed that 
the next meeting of the Council should 
be held on Wednesday, June 24, at 6 p.m.

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HOUSING IN 1958 


Ministry’s Annual Report 


HE report of the Ministry of Housing 

and Local Government for the yeai 
1958 has been’ presented to Parliament by 
the Minister and is published by HMSO 
(price 10s. 6d.). As in the last two annual 
reports, one aspect of the Department's work 
has been chosen for special review. This 
year the subject is the history, scope and 
work of the district audit system. Following 
are points from the report: 

Overspill— Most early estimates of 
“ overspill ” have been drastically reduced, 
says the report. ‘ But it is already clear that 
some large towns, notably those with a heavy 
programme of slum clearance, will have to 
accommodate outside ther boundaries a 
substantially larger number of people than 
are catered for by the overspill projects so 
far agreed. The report says that schemes 
under the Town Development Act are now 
making ‘a small but valuable contribution ° 
in the cases of London, the West Midlands 
and Bristol. 

New Towns.— Steady progress was made 
in the development of the eight London and 
four provincial new towns in England and 
Wales,’ says the report. On the question 
of the pattern of housing development, the 
report says: ‘Corporations have all along 
been alive to the danger that the new towns 
might become one-class communities and 
have sought to provide some houses of better 
quality than the general run but the 
inclusion of small groups of houses designed 
for people with different social backgrounds 
was not universally popular and more 
recently the tendency has been to build 
middle-class houses in larger groups.” 

Planning Appeals. 
made to the 


The number of appeals 
Minister totalled 7,499, the 
largest number ever received in one year 
(6,921 in 1957). During the year 7,168 
were disposed of (1,587 were allowed, 3,343 
were dismissed and 2,238 were withdrawn). 

Housing —An important development 
during 1958 was the Government's decision 
to. encourage a wider spread of owner 
occupation and to give a new impetus to the 
modernisation of older houses. 

For the first time since the war, ‘private 
houses built in England and Wales exceeded 
the number completed by public authorities 
The number (124,000) was a post war record 
and over 1,000 more than the 1957 figure. 
The number started during the year was 
133,000 (nearly 122,000 in 1957). 

Slum Clearance.—Some 55,000 
were demolished or closed during 1958—the 
third year of the current five-year pro 
gramme—and 156,000 people were rehoused 
Taking into account the comparable figure 
for Scotland, about 205,000 people in Great 
Britain were rehoused. By the end of the 
year, therefore, the Government's target of 
rehousing not less than 200,000 people 
annually from the slums had been achieved. 

House Building Costs and Sizes.—The 
average price of a local authority three- 
bedroom house for 1958 was £1,485 (£1,486 
for 1957). Floor area was 903 sq. ft. (908 
sq. ft. in 1957). In 1958, 18 per cent of local! 
authority dwellings completed were one 
bedroom (13 per cent in 1957); 36 per cent 
had two bedrooms (a slight increase), and 
44 per cent had three bedrooms (nearly 5 
per cent less than 1957). 


houses 


‘Tenders, as distinct from completions, 
says the report, ‘showed an even more 
marked trend to smaller houses. In the last 
quarter of 1958, no less than 22 per cent of 
the dwellings put into tender had only one 
bedroom, and 33 per cent had two. The 
increases in the proportion of small houses 
reflects a greater interest by local authorities 
in the housing of old people, as well as the 
fact that a general needs subsidy of £10 a 
year is still available for one-bedroom 
houses.” 

More Flats-—Some 36 per cent of all 
dwellings built by local authorities in 1958 
were flats, compared with about 31 per cent 
in 1957. ‘Figures of dwellings put into 
tender,’ notes the report, * show that this pro 
portion is likely to increase. During the year 
nearly 43 per cent of dwellings put into 
tender by local authorities were flats, com 
pared with 36 per cent in 1957.” Multi-storey 
flats (over four storeys) were 26 per cent of 
the total number of flats in 1958, compared 
with 23 wer cent in 1957, and 11 per cent of 
all dwellings put into tender by local 
authorities, as against 8 per cent in i957 


EVERYDAY THINGS

NEVER fail to admire the skill of 

the workmen who carry out a good 
piece of alteration work. Now that 
conversions and alterations, assisted by 
Government grants, are so much the 
order of the day, many architects and 
builders must be realising how much they 
have to depend on the skill of each indivi- 
dual workman for the success of the job. 

Architects may think lightly that by 
ingenious planning they can persuade an 
old building to perform quite a different 
function from that for which it was 
originally planned, whilst clients are im- 
patient of any suggestion that they cannot 
have things just where they want them

in converting an old building. Perhaps 
neither of them realise sufficiently that a 
building has settled down to certain 
routines during its lifetime: the various 
parts have established a working relation- 
ship with each other, and in their middle 
and old age they are reluctant to have a 
new order imposed, and it therefore 
behoves us all to be mindful of their 
susceptibilities. 

In the process of alteration, things 
come to light which call for major 
surgery, but if the building had been left 
alone to live out its life in its own way, 
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they would have lain dormant to the end. 
You lift up the floor boards, and there 
exposed to view is a mass of tangled wires 
of which certainly no account is taken in 
the specificajion. If you are wise you will 
leave them where they are and put the 
floor boards back as quickly as possible. 
You remove an apparently sound lead 
flat only to find that over the years damp 
has eaten in, obliging you to make the 
awful decision of whether to take it all up 

So it goes on. We all know these situa- 
tions only too well. I only mention them 
because of the care and skill which is 
required in dealing with them. The 
District Surveyor is a wise counsellor in 
these cases and is always ready to help. 

But how important the foreman is on 
these jobs. He has daily, hourly, decisions 
to take, and he must have a watchful eye 
on every operation that goes on. He must 
protect where necessary against damage 
to existing work, covering up parts ex- 
posed to the weather: he has all the trades 
working at the same time, and as a rule 
all in each other’s way. I can quite 
understand that the maximum number of 
tea breaks are required in this kind of 
work as a healer of strained tempers. 

Each individual man is important. The 
carpenter has to fit new bits to old and 
there cannot always be drawings to help 
him: he must decide for himself on the 
spot. The bricklayer has to chop away 
and make good; the plasterer has to 
follow and patch and decide how far to 
renew and how far to repair; the plumber 
has to disentangle a maze of water pipes 
and make them work, while the electrician 
has the added responsibility of ensuring 
safety in all his work. We are all thank- 
ful for the painter who comes along to 
tidy up all the bits and pieces and gives 
them that final finish to look as though 
nothing had happened. 

To the client I would say, for heaven's 
sake don’t go near the iob until it is 
finished. To the architect I would 
suggest twice as much contingency pro- 
vision as he first thought of and then add 
a bit for luck (he will want it all!), and 
to the builder I would say, put the best 
foreman and workmen you have got on 
to the job. There is always the chance 
slim but nevertheless real—that when the 
client sees the finished job he may even 
say ‘What wonderful people!’ —

WILL NOT DO’ 


Housing Minister on Challenge of 
Urban Renewal 


PENING an exhibition to mark the 50th 

anniversary of the Department of Civic 
Design in the University of Liverpool on 
May 15, Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, urged that 
there should be more concentration on the 
planning problems of redeveloping central 
urban areas to meet modern conditions. 

‘It is in this sphere of urban renewal 
the changed and changing town,’ said Mr. 
Brooke, * that we have so much yet to learn, 
and to learn quickly and rightly—how to fit 
the motor car into our towns; how to meet 
all sorts of new needs which the people's 
rising standard of living demands; how to 
provide best for changing methods of dis- 
tribution and of marketing; how to deal 
with all the hotly competing claims for land 
use; how to achieve modern progress and 
yet preserve what is old and good.’ 

* Piecemeal town planning will not do. | 
like the emphasis which this exhibition places 
on redevelopment based on a comprehensive 
plan—and a plan that will encourage deve- 
lopment by as many different agencies as 
possible. With the coming of the tall build- 
ing in mind, which matters not solely for 
itself but for its surroundings, I am sure the 
plan needs to be three-dimensional. 

*To plan comprehensively we must have 
welltrained people; we cannot afford the 
second-rate. And there you have the secret 
why I gladly accepted your invitation to be 
with you in Liverpool today. The Liverpool 
School of Civic Design has ever been in the 
forefront; it has been furnishing the world 
with trained experts of high quality for a 
mere fifty years. Let us have many more 
from you.’ 


‘Planning Must be Expansive’ 


PLANNING should be expansive rather than 
restrictive, said Mr. BROOKE at a luncheon 
the same day given in celebration of the 
founding of.the Department. 

‘If those who care about planning were 
to acquire the reputation of being princip- 
ally concerned to say, “ Whatever you are 
going to do, stop doing it,” then Parliament 
and the public would hustle them out of 
existence: and good riddance too,’ he said. 

‘1 try to school myself to ask not “ How 
can we stop this being done?” but “ How 
can we get it done better?” There is no 
high merit in preventing ugliness, if the 
inspiration is not there to create beauty and 
excellence. 

‘I should regard it as wholly wrong if, 
in reaching planning decisions, I were simply 
to impose my own likes or dislikes on coming 
generations—for planners, like architects, 
determine the distant future. But there is a 
reverse side, too. If as Minister I were to 
sink myself wholly and become just an 
automaton, blindly accepting advice and con- 
tributing nothing myself 1 would hold myself 
equally blameworthy. I have to try and lay 
down for myself principles, and abide by 
them: and this is where it may truly be said 
that each Minister leaves some mark on 
planning progress for better or worse. 

* Because I believe that undue restriction 
atrophies development, I would regard it as 


sinful of me to say “ No” to new concepts 
and designs just because I thought them 
extraordinary. 

‘But there are places where the startling 
novelty is right, and places where it is wrong; 
and I cannot accept that anyone with a 
novel idea has unlimited right, because it 
is novel, to get it translated into actuality 
anywhere he likes, without regard to the 
consequences for what will be its older pas- 
sive neighbours.’ 


ESSEX, CAMBRIDGE AND 
HERTFORDSHIRE SOCIETY 
Annual General Meeting 
N his Presidential address given at the 

AGM of the Essex, Cambridge and 
Hertfordshire Society of Architects, Mr. 
STANLEY BRAGG, FRIBA, AIHsg, said that 
the coming year will be a vital one for the 
RIBA and the allied societies. He ex- 
pressed the hope that further sound develop- 
ment of the profession both at home and 
in the Commonwealth would ensue. 

Mr. Bragg said, ‘There can be no doubt 
that the need to “look at ourselves” has 
become necessary, but I hope that the fina! 
decisions will not be rushed, and that all 
members—whether members of allied socie- 
ties or not—will have the opportunity to 
seriously consider the proposals put before 
them from time to time in order that a 
democratic method of representation and 
organisation be freely agreed upon. If all 
members of the RIBA automatically became 
members of the society, it will definitely be 
the greater responsibility of the society 
through its chapters to be really alive and 
conscious that it is now clearly representing 
the profession.’ 

Mr. Bragg said that it was the duty of the 
society to ensure that each member of the 
RIBA should feel part of an active architec 
tural society and become an active member 
of the Institute. He continued, ‘If we are 
going to survive as a profession and take our 
rightful place as the designer and leader of 
the building team, we must ensure that we 
are “united” as a body of professional 
people. 

“It must be our duty to produce good 
work in the fields of design, construction, 
works managements and in _ building 
economy. With this really achieved our 
proper relationship with the general public, 
clients and the building industry will be 
assured. With this fast moving age of 
development it is clearly our duty and 
responsibility as architects—interpreted in 
the widest form—to be progressive in all 
our thoughts and not be afraid to tackle the 
vast number of problems which are emerg- 
ing. 

‘By good example and fine leader- 
ship much can be achieved, and it clearly 
rests upon the individual to “pull his 
weight” in the very best sense, realising his 
work and life are an important part of our 
society and culture. I do sincerely hope 
that during the year we will be able to dis- 
cuss together “ ways and means” to attack 
by concerted action a few of the problems 
which are besetting the profession and the 
building industry to-day, especially bearing 
in mind the “Individual” architect and 
architectural assistants, whether they be in 
private practice or Local Government ser- 
vice in London or the Provinces.’ 
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STANDARDS OF SCHOOL 
BUILDING 


Minister Revises Regulations 


Mr. Georrrey LiLoyp, Minister of Educa- 
tion, has revised the regulations governing 
the building of school premises to allow 
greater flexibility in minimum requirements. 
while at the same time maintaining adequate 
educational standards. 


In a circular to local education authorities 
on May 26, Mr. Lloyd says that since the 
previous regulations were made in 1954. 
more varied forms of organisation are being 
developed in schools, particularly secondary 
schools, and the task of bringing old school 
buildings up to modern standards is assum- 
ing greater prominence. 

Certain old regulations affecting teaching 
accommodation and accommodation for 
school meals have been improved or clari- 
fied, and a limited number of new regula- 
tions added. The new regulations 
into force on May 26.

The changes made involve adjustments in 
the permitted cost of school building pro- 
jects. These adjustments are explained in 
another circular issued on May 26 which 
says there is ample evidence that schools 
which satisfy the requirements of the regu- 
lations and which are of good quality con- 
struction and finish can still be built within 
the current limits of cost-per-place. Because 
of this, no change is made on the limits of 
cost-per-place, but the number of places 
allowed for costing purposes has been ad- 
justed so that the total resources available 
are divided more equitably over schools of 
various types and sizes.

Lessons of the Operatives’ 
Conference 


Mr. T. V. Prosser, National president, 
speaking at the official luncheon on the 
occasion of the half-yearly general meeting 
of the Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, at Brighton, on 
May 26, said: ‘Many of you will have read 
the reports of the recent operatives’ confer- 
ence on new techniques. Those who did 
must surely agree with me that their efforts 
to resolve the problems and to devise ways 
and means of dealing with them was a most 
statesmanlike step and one which should be 
commended by us all.

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FIRM PRICE TENDERING 
Essex CC to Extend ‘Successful 
Operations’ 

CTING on a report from Mr. H. 

Conolly, CBE, FRIBA, County Archi- 
tect, which refers to the ‘successful 
operation’ of the decision taken last 
July to require firm-price tenders for all 
properly documented schemes of a value 
up to £10,000, Essex County Council 
general purposes committee has recom- 
mended that for a further trial period of 
one year as from July 1 next, all con- 
tracts for building and civil engineering 
works of an estimated value not exceed- 
ing £75,000 which have been thoroughly 
planned in advance and have an estimated 
contract period not exceeding two years 
be entered into on a firm price basis. 
Provision is made for exceptions to this 
decision where a price fluctuation condi- 
tion is considered to be desirable because 
of special circumstances. 

Making their recommendations, — the 
general purposes committee state: ‘In 
October, 1957, the Council uvon our recom 
mendation accepted in principle the policy 
of contracts entered into by or on behalf of 
the Council for building and civil engineer- 
ing works being on a fixed price basis; and 
decided that for a trial period of one year 
any such contract (other than a contract 
where a price fluctuation condition was 
considered desirable because of snecial cir 
cumstances) of an estimated value not exceed 
ing £10,000 which had been thoroughly 
planned in advance and had an estimated 
contract period not exceeding two 
should be entered into on such basis. 

“In order that the scheme might be 
aunched in as favourable conditions as pos- 
sible the date for the introduction of firm 
price tendering was finally fixed as July 14, 
1958. 

‘So far as concerns contracts for road and 
bridge works, it should be mentioned that 
the Ministry of Transport require that all 
contract works on trunk roads, the full cost 
of which is borne by the Minister, shal| be 
undertaken on a firm price basis regardless 
of value although the method of inviting 
tenders for grant-aided highway works is left 
to the discretion of the highway authority

MIDLAND EMPLOYERS 


Local Authorities Inviting Tenders 
Without Quantities 


HE Midland Federation of Buildiing 

Trades Employers has drawn the atten 
tion of members to the fact that invitatio::s 
to tender have been sent out in connectice 
with certain contracts costing more than 
£4,000, on the basis of plans and specifica 
tion only. Among such contracts offered for 
tender is one for the erection of 244 trad: 
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tional dwellings on the Pye Green Housing 
Estate for the Cannock Urban District 
Council. The Federation states that requests 
to the council's architect to co-operate ia 
furnishing bills of quantities have not met 
with success. 

Members are urged by the Federation to 
adhere to the Federation rule concerning the 
provision of bills of quantities, in the belref 
that the Cannock Urban Council and the 
other authorities similarly offering without 
bills, may reconsider their decision not to 
issue quantities. The Federation rule, it will 
be recalled, reads as follows: 

‘Members shall not tender in competition 
for contracts exceeding £4,000 in total value 
without bills of quantities being supplied 
In the case of contracts for the repetitive 
construction of small dwelling houses the 
bills of quantities shall be prepared in 
accordance with the principles of the code 
for the measurement of building work in 
small dwelling houses. This instruction shall 
not apply to contracts for repairs or con 
tracts for painting or decorating only. That 
bills of quantities furnished for housing 
contract should in all cases form part of the 
contract.’ 

Brick Shortage Reported 

THe Midland Federation of Buildis; 
Trades Employers has received reports from 
members in the region of a general brick 
shortage. The shortage is_ particularly 
marked where commons are concerned. The 
Federation is taking steps to acquaint 
members 6f sources of supply especially for 
pressed common brick.

INQUIRY BUREAU 
Sealing Lead Windows 


Q.—1I have some lead light windows and 
the rain percolates round the edge of some 
of the panes. Could you please advise me 
what I could use to stop this? 

H. W. 


A.—This trouble is caused by the seal 
between the glass and leads becoming 
broken thus allowing water to seep through. 
The remedy is to insert a thin putty knife 
between the giass and lead near the 
corner, and with a stroking action draw knife 
along and at the same time opening the gap 
to a further ¢ in., then clean out the old 
material which is probably hard and clean 
out thoroughly. When this is done, get some 
good linseed oil putty, mix with a little 
black to colour it to the colour of lead. Fill 
in gap which has been cleaned out, push 
putty well in. Then by a stroking action 
with the handle of the knife, push the lead 
back into position. Do not push hard in 
one spot but with an even pressure all along 
the lead. Trim off surplus putty afterwards. 
Should, however, the job be a big one, then 
call in a glazing contractor.

Heavy Duty Factory Floor 


Q.—We shall be pleased to receive your 
recommendations for covering a factory 
floor suitable for heavy duty up to 8 in. 
thick. Any information you ‘can give 
regarding granite topping and _ concrete 
hardness would also be appreciated. 

A.M:S. 

A.—The thickness of concrete for a heavy 
duty factory floor would vary between 6 in. 
and 8 in. according to the weight of 
machinery and equipment with which it is 
likely to be loaded. It is assumed that this 
floor will be at ground level and it is most 
important that the ground and sub-base be 
properly prepared to receive the floor slab, 
otherwise the best concrete floor slab can 
fail if the foundation is weak. 

The mix for the concrete will depend on 
the type of local aggregate used, whether a 
crushed rock or natural gravel. The maxi- 
mum size for the coarse aggregate should 
be 14 in. and the mix proportions by weight 
1:2:4 cement, sand and natural gravel. If 
crushed rock is used then a little extra 
cement is recommended. If power vibration 
is used with less water in the mix the cement 
content can be reduced a little. 

The concrete should be laid in alternate 
bays, draughtboard fashion, so that shrink- 
age cracks can be predetermined where the 
bays meet. The concrete must be well com 
pacted and not allowed to dry out for at 
least three days by keeping it wet or covered 
with damp covering materials. The re 
inforcement should be steel mesh weighing 
from 7 to 10 Ibs. a square yard according 
to thickness of slab and it should be placed 
about 2 in. from the top. The granokithic 
topping would be best laid as soon as the 
base concrete had stiffened, then by using 
a stiff broom to brush the surface and 
remove the laitance, the topping could be 
laid and a successful key obtained. This 
is the best method providing no damage 
is likely to occur from subsequent opera- 
tions: it also has the advantage of reducing 


the thickness of topping to approximately 
*% in. Where the topping is to be put on 
after the. conerete base has hardened, the 
base must be thoroughly roughened by hack- 
ing all over to provide a key. Then the 
surface is thoroughly cleaned and wetted. 
This should be followed by grouting with a 
sand and cement slurry and the topping 
quickly applied. 

The mix proportions for granolithic top- 
ping are 1:1:2 cement, fine and coarse 
granite chippings, or 1:24 all in aggregate. 
The aggregate grading must be to BSS 1201 
maximum size } in. and not flaky. The 
topping should have a thickness of 14 in. 
and can be applied in one or two thicknesses. 
If in two thicknesses then the lower one can 
be of dry consistency and well rolled or 
pummelled into the ground. The second 
thickness can be a little wetter and must be 
applied within 45 minutes of the first, be 
well compacted, ruled and trowelled off to 
level. The second trowelling is given when 
the screed is stiff enough to prevent laitance 
rising and should be completed on the same 
day. A power float can be used to advantage 
on a large floor. 

As shrinkage plays a big part in the 
success of these floors, the water content of 
the mix should be kept to the minimum and 
the bays cast should not exceed 150 sq. ft. 
in area. The joints must be placed in the 
same position as those of the base concrete 
and a slight chamfered edge where each bay 
is joined is recommended. 

Care of granolithic work is as important 
as all the other operations. It must be kept 
wet and free from traffic for at least seven 
days. Wet sand is most effective. Hardeners 
as additives can be used, but the makers’ 
instructions must be rigidly adhered to. 
Carborundum grit trowelled into the surface 
is useful to prevent slipping, but does not 
improve wear resistance. 

Metallic aggregates incorporated in the 
mix are claimed to increase wear resistance 
although spalling from rust will cause 
trouble Density and hardness are the 
ruling factors. 

Granolithic floor laying requires a 
specialist craftsman; it is not a plasterer’s job.

Openings in Gable Walls 


Q.—Under the Model By-laws, 1953, 39(i) 
re proximity to boundary of gable walls 
does, if the gable is, say, 7 ft. 6 in. from 
the boundary, this by-law prohibit an open- 
ing, be it window or door, in that gable? 
Do most local authorities interpret this as 
not allowing a gable, to within 10 ft., to have 
either door or windows in it? To me it 
seems unlikely, as if this is so millions of 
semi-detached houses must violate this law.

A.—A Legal Correspondent writes: By- 
law 39 deals with ‘domestic’ or ‘ public’ 
buildings of one storey, but small houses (as 
defined in by-law 33) are specifically 
excluded. The by-law deals therefore with a 
wide range of single storey buildings such 
as shops, offices, churches, hospitals, public 
institutions, colleges and schools. For the 
full list see by-law I. 

The by-law lays down requirements as to 
the degree of fire resistance of any external 
wall within close proximity of the boundary 
of the premises. The prescribed degree of 
fire resistance varies with the distance from 
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the boundary of the wall in auestion and 
the cubic capacity of the building. Thus, if 
the building has a capacity of less than 
36,000 cu. ft. and the walt is within 5 to 
10 fit. of the boundary, that wall must be 
‘externally non-combustible *; that is, it must 
either 
(a) be composed throughout of non 
combustible material, except for any 
internal lining; or 
(b) have non-combustible external panels 
or coverings. 

* Non-combustible material ’ means 
materials which satisfy the tests laid down 
in BSS 476: 1953 (see by-laws 1, 31). 

Any wall which complies with the require- 
ments as to stability laid down in the Third 
Schedule will be deemed to satisfy the pro 
visions of by-law 39 as to fire resistance (see 
by-law 32). This does not mean, however, 
that the wall must comply with the Third 
Schedule. The architect is free to adopt any 
ether form of construction provided it com- 
plies with the basic legal requirements sum- 
marised above. I should have thought that 
these legal requirements did not necessarily 
exclude doors, but that is a matter of tech 
nical judgment in the light of BSS 476: 1953.

Cracking Glass in Window Frames 


Q.—My house, built in 1933, has metal 
windows set in wooden frames. Since about 
1950 the glass has cracked repeatedly in 
every window in the house. 

The bathroom window has __ thick 
hammered glass and this too has cracked. | 
have kept the frames well painted both 
inside and out and they were treated with 
a special metallic paint. 

All the lights in the bay window of the 
sitting-room were replaced prior to the room 
being decorated; a week later the glass in 
two large panes cracked again. 

Can anything be done to stop this? I am 
afraid to leave the house as on occasions 
the crack has developed into a split. 

Would it be possible to have the metal 
parts of the frames cut away and the glass 
fitted direct into the wood? 

iL? 


A.—This trouble is usually the result of 
the glass being too tight. Metal sashes are 
prone to expansion and contraction, there- 
fore when glass is measured for glazing 
sufficient allowance must be made to allow 
for this. 

When glazing, glass should be stood on 
soft wooden blocks, one at each end, an } in. 
gap all round between glass and metal. This 
allows for the expansion and contraction, 
and any other movement that may occur. I 
suggest that the sashes be inspected to see 
whether allowance has been made. If it 
has not, then the remedy is to take the glass 
out, reduce the size, and reglaze as stated. 
Another cause of cracking could be the 
result of the glazing clips that are used to 
keep the glass in position being too stiff, 
but it is most unlikely. 

Should you wish to remove the metal 
sashes from the wooden framework, then 
all you need to do is to unscrew them and 
they can be easily removed. It must be 
realised, however, that you must fit sashes 
that will open and not glaze direct on the 
framework.

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PAINTING CONTRACTORS 
Federation’s Annual General 
Meeting 
N his Presidential address to the annual 

general meeting of the Federation of 
Painting Contractors, held at the Dorghester 
Hotel, W1, on May 25, Mr. G. Curis. Jones 
thanked those present for the honour 
bestowed upon him. He said that he was 
‘following in the train of many great names 
and must endeavour to keep the standard 
as high as possible.’ 

Mr. Jones said that whilst one heard from 
time to time of price fixing rings and mono 
polies, he was personally very proud to be 
a member of an industry which was not in 
any way concerned with this practice. *‘ The 
system of tendering,’ he said, ‘adopted by 
Government departments, public bodies and 
industrial concerns, is in the main, such that 
it makes our trade one of the most highly 
competitive of all.’ 

He continued: ‘At certain times during the 
past few years we have all been very con 
cerned about the future of our industry 
Owing to the Suez crisis and credit restric 
tions a large number of clients became only 
prospective ones. I am sure we will all 
agree, however, that the outlook is much 
brighter for all concerned in the industry.” 

Mr. Jones expressed deep concern over 
the one or two paint suppliers who had 
opened up painting companies of their own 
and who were thus unfairly trading in com 
petition with many members. He said that 
apart from this complaint, which could be 
dealt with by the Manufacturers’ Federation. 
he appreciated the ‘ great service and unfail 
ing courtesy ” given by the greater majority of 
suppliers. 

Referring to accidents in the industry Mr. 
Jones said that his own company, engaged 
on the painting of power stations, had re- 
ceived a letter commenting on the appalling 
loss of workpeople. He said that although 
in nine years 211 men had been killed, there 
was a definite downward trend which he 
hoped would continue. 

During the discussion following the presi 
dential address anxiety was raised concern 
ing the policy of certain public bodies to 
appoint manufacturers as the main contrac- 
tors. These manufacturers in their turn 
appointed painting firms as sub-contractors 
The serious implications raised by this. 
especially the questions of the financial 
stability of painting contractors and joint 
guarantees, were discussed. It was stated 
that negotiations were continuing and a 
committee had been appointed to deal with 
the matter.

CANADA.—Messrs. Thompson, Berwick 
and Pratt, Vancouver architects, have 
planzed a mall-styled shopping centre for 
Port Moody, B.C. Approximate construc- 
tion costs will be $825,000. A series of 
similar projects have been planned by this 
firm for throughout the province. . . . The 
Mayor of Toronto is to announce shortly 
details of a $25m. commercial construction 
development in the heart of the City. English 
capital is involved in the project. . . . The 
Nova Scotia Pulp, Ltd., is considering the 
construction of a $40m. mill near Halifax... . 
A $15m. Palais des Arts is under considera- 
tion for downtown Montreal. The project 
calls for a combined concert hall and opera 
house to seat 3,000 persons; a_ 1,500-seat 
theatre, and a 500-seat chamber music audi- 
torium. Also in the plans are shops, a res- 
taurant, exhibition space and underground 
parking space. ... A $16m. development has 
been announced by Woodwards Stores, Ltd., 
for a 67-acre site adjacent to its Park Royal 
shopping centre in West Vancouver. . . . The 
Manitoba Government is to spend $5.5m. 
constructing 17 bridges and overpasses in 
metropolitan Winnipeg. 

CANADA.—Plans for another $100m. 
combined _industrial/residential develop- 
ment in Toronto have been approved in 
principle. A self-contained community for 
a population of 14,000 is proposed for a 
203-acre site. The project, to be undertaken 
by Toronto Industria] Leaseholds Ltd., is 
expected to begin in four months.... The 
Canadian Government is considering the 
expenditure of $66m., over a six-year period, 
for paving the 1,221-mile Canadian section 
of the 1,523-mile highway from Dawson 
Creek, B.C. to Fairbanks, Alaska... . 
Whatcom County Commissioners, in British 
Columbia, have proposed an $18m. island 
highway linking the main San Juan Islands 
with Washington State mainland and 
Vancouver Island by a series of bridges and 
ferries. If the plan is approved the first 
stages of the highway will be completed by 
1962. ... Plans have been announced in 
Newfoundland for a multi-million dollar 
construction project which is under con- 
sideration. The Iron Ore Company of 
Canada and the Wabush Iron Ore Co. Ltd., 
will build separate plants and for each plant 
a town will be built to accommodate 
approximately 4,000 people each. The cost 
of the two projects would ve more than 
$400m. ... Chilliwack, B.C., is to have a 
$2m. shopping centre. The architect is 
Dirasser-James.... The Steel Co. of 
Canada and Page-Hersey Tubes Ltd., -will 
construct a $10m. mill at Edmonton, Ala. 

GHANA.—A second development plan to 
cover the five years from July 1, 1959, to 
June 30, 1964, was approved by the National 
Assembly in early March. It is an ambitious 
plan totalling some £343m. (excluding £7m. 
for contingencies) and covers every aspect of 
development. Of this total £100m. is set 
aside for the construction of hydro-electric 
works. Of the remainder, £126m. is for pro- 
jects for immediate implementation, and a 
further £102m. covers projects to be tackled 
as time and money permit. 


GHANA.—The Ghana Government has 
signed a contract with Kaiser Engineers and 
Contractors Inc. of USA for carrying out 
certain preliminary works for development 
of a Volta River hydro-electric project Re- 
porting this from Ghana, Barclays Bank 
D.C.O. states that the scope of the works 
to be carried out at the dam site at Kosombo 
will cover: foundation exploration; deter- 
mination of basic design of dam and power 
plant; construction of access roads and some 
housing at the dam site; and construction 
mobilisation planning. It is understood the 
report submitted by Kaisers basically re- 
commends that the main dam site originally 
planned at Ajena, should be moved about 
a mile south to Kosombo and that a genera- 
ting plant with a capacity of 768,000 kilo- 
watts should be installed. 


NEW ZEALAND.—Construction is 
expected to begin at an early date on 
New Zealand’s first oil refinery and a survey 
is to be undertaken immediately to decide 
upon a suitable site for it. To be built 
by Shell at an estimated cost of approxi- 
mately £17 million, the new plant will have 
an annual capacity of 2 million tons. Con- 
Sultants have yet to be appointed.

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AN ARCTIC DOMED TOWN 


* BUBBLE * town, for the Arctic centre 

of Frobisher Bay, is one of many 
plans, suggested by consulting architects and 
engineers, now under consideration by the 
Canadian Government. This unique con 
struction project, should it become a reality, 
might well revolutionise living conditions in 
the frozen north of the future. 

Frobisher Bay, in the North West Terri- 
tories, is the Canadian Government centre 
of the eastern Arctic. The present settle- 
ment, which is steadily growing, consists, 
chiefly, of a large airport, with a runway 
9,000 ft. long and 200 ft. wide, used 
extensively by international aircraft travel- 
ling the polar routes; administrative offices 
of the Federal Government; a Hudson's 
Bay trading post; an Eskimo Rehabilitation 
Centre, and ancillary services. The present 
population, which fluctuates with the 
seasons, often exceeds 1,000. 

Consultants have now been engaged to 
design a new town which will house 1,500 
people, or more, in the early stages. It 
must feature concentrated living, with all 
goods and services situated near blocks of 
flats. An integrated system of heating, 
sewage and water pipes is to supply the 
whole town. 

Initial proposals have suggested that the 
town site should consist of a series of linked 
blocks of flats which would stand on the 
periphery of a domed shopping centre. The 
dome, which could have a span of 700 ft. 
would be constructed of a thin shell of 
concrete vaulting with ribs radiating from 
a central pier. This would cover everything 
needed for a normal town of 1,500 people, 
hospital facilities, schools, administrative 
offices, churches, recreational facilities, 
shops and hotel accommodation. 

Tentative plans show a ring of 36 12 
storey towers containing flats, which would 
surround the domed town centre. Easy 
access, from one to the other, would be by 
lifts and subways. The temperature, inside 
the dome, would be about 20 degrees. The 
outside temperature would possibly be 40 
degrees below zero. 

It is considered feasible that the system 
of towers now visualised could be extended 
repeatedly, when necessary, to accommodate 
increased population requirements. Light 
ing, inside the dome, would be of a sub 
dued type. Glass would be avoided, owing 
to the long winter darkness and winter heat 
loss. Transportation, on inside roads, would 
possibly be by battery-operated trolleys. 

In order to provide the best possible con- 
ditions for a community life in the Northern 
town site, it is expected that a town planning 
architect will be added later to the present 
team of consultants. Also, as the studies 
progress, it may be necessary to obtain the 
services of specialists in related fields. 

The Frobisher Bay project is under the 
control of the Canadian Ministry of North 
ern Affairs and the Ministry of Public 
Works. The consulting architects and 
engineers already appointed are: Peter 
Dickinson and_ Associates, Architects 
Toronto; Rounthwaite and Fairfield, Archi 
tects, Toronto; W. Sefton and Associates 
Ltd., Structural Engineers, Toronto; Brais.

BERDEEN TOWN COUNCIL has been 
authorised to undertake loan facilities 
for the new £800,000 Town House project.

Dundee Housing Schemes 

DuNDEE CORPORATION has been 
approval of its development plan, with 
provision for the proposed Tay Road 
Bridge. The plan, subject of a public in- 
quiry, sets out accommodation for 3300 new 
houses in nine development areas, where 
demolition will be carried out. An inner 
ring road is included. As a result Dundee 
plans to make an early start on the 
St. Mary’s and Whotterbank housing 
schemes. 

A lange housing scheme consisting of 900 
houses is planned for Dundee on a site be- 
tween Douglas and Angus and Arbroath 
roads. The first houses may be ready in 
spring, 1960, and the rest of the houses, 
planned for the 42-acre site, may be com- 
pleted by the end of that year. A small 
school has been provided for in the scheme. 
Provision has also been made for a group 
of six shops, with houses over them, and 
several sites for lock-ups. 

Civic Offices for Aberdeen 

ABERDEEN TOWN COUNCIL hope to start 
in September or October their £850,000 
scheme to redevelop the west side of Broad- 
street by the provision of municipal offices. 

The Lord Provost's Committee were told 
recently that the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land was prepared to sanction the borrowing 
of up to £385,000 to meet the cost of the 
first phase of the scheme.

Multi-Storey Parking in Glasgow 

A SPECIAL sub-committee of Glasgow Cor 
poration is to consider the building of a 
multi-storey car park which would accom 
modate about 400 cars. It has been sug 
gested as a possible site for the park an area 
bounded by North Portland-street on the 
east, George-street on the south, and Rich- 
mond-street on the north. 


Port Glasgow to Purchase Houses 

THE ASSETS of the Bay Area Trust, which 
owns 370 houses, 39 shops and a bank, are 
to be purchased by the Port Glasgow Town 
Council. The cost is likely to be about 
£54,000. 


New County Buildings 

INVERNESS COUNTY COUNCIL recently 
accepted the final sketch plans for the first 
phase of new county buildings at Inverness. 
The new building will be of three-storey 
design and will be an extension to the exist 
ing headquarters on Ardross-street. It is 
estimated to cost £130,000. The county 
convener, Mr. F. W. Walker, emphasised 
that the total cost did not include fees, 
furnishings, and furniture, and was only an 
approximate estimate
